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WAR DECLARATION 
AGAINST GERMANY 
BY BRAZIL CONGRESS 


Action of Deputies and Sen- 
ate Practically Unanimous. 
President Sanctions Proc- 
lamation of State of War. 


Rio Janeiro, October 26.—The cham- 
ber of deputies today, by an almost 
unanimous vote, declared that a state 
of war existed between Germany and 
Brazil. The vote was 149 to 1. 

The tribunes of the chamber were 
filled te capacity. After a debate on 
the opportuneness of proclaiming mar- 
tial law, the president of the diplo- 
matic commission spoke in favor of a 
law worded as follows: 

“A state of war between Brazil and 
Germany is hereby acknowledged and 
proclaimed. The president of the re- 
public is authorized to adopt the meas- 
ures enunciated in his message of the 
25th of October and to take all steps 
tending to insure national defense and 
public security.” | 

The virtually unanimous vote of the 
deputies was received with general ac- 
clamation. 

The senate unanimously approved the 
proclamation of a state of war we 
Germany.

TALY WILL FIGHT 
10 THE BITTER END 


Fall of Cabinet Will Not 
Change Policy — Foreign 
Minister Sonnino Will- Be 
Retained. 


Washington, October 26.—No change 
in Italy’s foreign policy nor weaken- 
ing of her aggressive prosecution of 
the war is expected here as a result of 
the fall of the Boselli cabinet. Offi- 
cial dispatches from Rome today say 
that before the failure of a vote of 
confidence in the chamber of deputies 
yesterday the entire chamber enthust- 


\astically applauded a speech by For- 


eign Minister Sonnino, reviewing the 
international situation, calling phases 
of the pope’s peace proposal pro-Ger- 
man and declaring the intention of Italy 
and her allies to fight until victory is 
won. 

All references to the allies -were 
greeted with enthusiasm and when the 
foreign minister spoke of the visit of 


the King of Italy to the King of Bel-j 


gium the entire chamber rose to ap- 
plaud. 

According to advices received here 
the fall of the cabinet was due solely 
to dissatisfaction over the food ad- 
ministration, and in the reconstructed 
wévermmmient Baron Sonnino wilt be re- 
tained at the head of the foreign of- 
fice. 

In his speech, which was cabled to 
the Italian embassy here, Baron Son- 
nino explained in response to questions 
the government’s reasons for assigning 
to the ambassador at Washington the 
duties of high commissioner in the 
United States and for refusing pass- 
ports to the socialist delegates to the 
Stockholm conference. Then he touch- 
ed upon Italy’s entry into the war, de- 
claring the people are “cheerfully and 
courageously bearing the burdens of 
the war which they wanted and for 
which they are ready to stand any sac- 
rifice.” Of the inter-allied cogference 
at London and Paris during the sum- 
mer, he said the union among all the 
allies was once more demonstrated. 

“One of the results of the democrati- 
zation of Russia,” sat dthe minister, 
“will be the complete independence of 
Poland, which all of the allies want 
and fight for. As to Greece, this na- 
tion under the leadership of Venizelos 
has succeeded in clearing one of the 
most obscure points of the interna- 
tional situation and the Greek army 
and navy stand ready today to take 
their place by the side of the allies. 

“The recent exchange of visits be- 
tween President Potncare and the King 
of;Italy has strengthened in both Latin 
countries complete confidence that they 
will co-operate together for their mu- 


tual interest and for the good of hu- 
manity.’’

Bad 
weather and soggy ground hampered 
the operations to some extent and all 
the objectives set out for could not be 
taken.

FRENCH DRIVE 
FOR LAON. 


With the important railroad junc- 
tion of Laon their objective, the French 
troops are continuing their pressure 
against the forces of the German crown 
prince north of the Aisne river. In an- 
other attack on the right the village 
of Filain has been captured, a footing 
has been gained on the plateau north 
of Epine de Chevregny, and the enemy 
has been forced to give ground north of 
La Chapelle Saint Berthe. These suc- 
cesses, while not so great ‘in impor- 
tance as those of previous days on this 
center and west flank of the attacking 
line, serve materially to bring the right . 
wing into alignment with the remain- 
der of the front and place the entire 
line in a better position for another 
smash northward toward Laon. 

That the attack may not be neces- 
sary, however, is forecast by the mili- 


tary expert of The Berlin Tageblatt, 
who, while belittling the chances of the 
ultimate success of the French opera- 
tions, asserts fhat it is not outside the 
German rules of warfare vofuntarily 
to abandon territory not essential to 
Germany's great tactical plan, in order 
that lo&S8ses may be reduced.

New Schedule for Coal at 
Mines Submitted to Wil- 
son—Alleged Dealers Are 
Violating Law. 


Washington, October 26.—Recom- 
mendations as to revision of coal 
Prices at the mines, upon the prospect 
of which the agreement for wage in- 
creases was reached here recently be- 
tween operators and miners of the cen- 
tral competitive field, were submitted 
to President Wilson today by Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Garfield. They were not 
made public, and Dr. Garfield declined 
to discuss them, pending the presi- 
dent’s consideration. 

The fuel administrator has made a 
careful survey of conditions at. the 
mines in the various districts of the 
country, but what increased prices, if 
any, have been recommended is not 
known. Wages paid minera in other 
fields are based on those given in the 
central field of Ohio, Illinois, Indiana 
and Pennsylvania, and it has been gen- 
erally assumed that if price increases 
are made in that field so as to absorb 
Wage rises, the prices in the other 
fields would be similarly changed 
where living conditions warranted 
higher salaries to miners. 

Miners and operators in the western 
Kentucky district this week asked Dr. 
Garfield to increase coal prices there 
to meet the increases of wages agreed 
upon with the miners, but so far as has 
been announced applications have not 
come from any other districts. 

After the wage increases for the cen- 


trial field had been agreed upon, miners, 


in many parts of that field struck in 
an effort, it: was charged, to force an 
immediate revision of coal prices. Dr. 
Garfield warned them that the question 
of revision of prices required careful 
study, and that the fuel administration 


would not be hurried in its decision by 
strikes. The strikers later returned to 
work after negotiations with President 
John P. White and other officials of 
the United Mine Workers.

These instructions were based upon 
complaints received by the depart- 
ment here to the effect that the mar- 
gin of profit allowed dealers by the 
government had been exceeded. 
Measured by the great volume of 
complaints which have been received 
by the fuel administration the in- 
stances,under investigation by the de- 
pares of justice are comparatively 
nconsequential. Hundreds of letters 
and telegrams from every section of 
the country, it is understood, have 
been sent to the fuel adminietration. 

Disposition of these complaints is 
one of the subjects which is now press- 
ing the fuel administration, it is un- 
derstood, and action concerning them 
probably will be taken within a few 
days. Indications are that the bulk of 
the complaints, upon which criminal 
proceedings might be brought—if the 
truth of the charges can be establish- 
ed—will be turned over to the depart- 
ment of justice, as the prosecuting arm 
of the government, with the sugges- 
tion that violators of the law be prose- 
cuted promptly. 

Heavy Penalties Provided. 


Heavy penalties are provided for vio- 
lation of the law under which the pres- 
ident fixed the price to be charged for 
coal and the margins allowed jobbers 
and dealers. 

“Whoever,” reads the law, “shall, 
with knowledge that the prices of any 
such commodity have been fixed as 
herein provided, ask, demand or receive 
a higher price, or whoever shall, with 
knowledge that the regulations have 
been prescribed as herein provided, vio- 
late or refuse to conform to any of the 
same, shall, upon conviction, be pun- 
ished by fine of not more than $5,000, 
or by imprisonment for not more than 
two years, or both. 

“Fach independent transaction shall 
constitute a separate offense.” 

Coupled with the complaints charg- 
ing that higher prices than those au- 
thorized have been demanded and ob- 
tained, are numerous protests from per- 
sons and firms alleging that they have 
been unable to buy coal at any price. 
With these, it is thought, the govern- 
ment has little power to deal.

DRIVE IT HOME. 


When recently an Atlanta automobile 
dealer, Mr. J. W. Goldsmith, Jr., finding diffi- 
culty in bringing new cars from the factory 
to purchasers in Atlanta, took a party of car 
purchasers to the factory in Michigan and 
there made “delivery,” letting each buyer 
bring his car home under its own power, he 
inaugurated a departure that seems to be 
gaining in popularity and which bids fair to 
become the general rule—at any rate while 
the war lasts. 

Following Mr. Goldsmith’s lead, the Buick 
Motor company, and the Poole & McCollough 
Motor company, Georgia Dort distributors, 
organized and are now carrying out “drive- 
it-home” tours from their respective facto- 
ries to Atlanta. 

Now the Southern Oakland company, of 
which R. H. Martin is southern manager, 
with Atlanta as his base of operations, is 
preparing for a similar “drive-it-home” ex- 
cursion; and in the near future, it has been 
announced, 75 Oakland buyers, at the South- 
ern Oakland company’s expense, will board 
the train for the factory, at Pontiac, Mich., 
there to receive their cars and thence to 
motor home again. 

The idea has many features of excellence. 

In the first place, the railroads are so 
congested with government and other prefer- 
ential business that automobile distributors 
find it almost impossible to get cars shipped 
from factory to points of distribution. Many 
of them, it is said, are months behind in 
their deliveries. No\ one blames the rail- 
roads, because everyone realizes that the 
roads are doing the best they can, and that 
the movement of troops, munitions, army 
supplies and the necessities of life is of far 
more importance than the transportation of 
automobiles. But because conditions are as 
they are, the automobile business is suffer- 
ing and if tha plan for making delivery at 
factory, letting the purchaser bring his car 
home independent of the railroads, is fully 
developed it will relieve the carriers, prove 
a great aid to the automobile companies and 
help business all round. x 

There is no reason why the “drive-it- 
home” idea should not gain in popularity, 
because it affords the purchaser of a new 
car a splendid opportunity for an outing, 
and an ideal one to become accustomed to 
his car under the eye and counsel of an 
expert. And this in addition to the pleasure 
of a tour through the country. 

Furthermore, and by no means of least 
importance, it will stimulate interest in good 
roads. In fact, one of the purposes of the 
forthcoming Southern Oakland “Drive-it- 
home” tour is to exploit, and enhance the 
improvement of, the Dixie highway between 
Atlanta and the great lakes. 

From every angle it is viewed, Mr. Gold- 
smith established a splendid precedent, and 
it is to be hoped it will develop into a fixed 
and permanent policy. The more dealers 
who emulate it the better for the country.

BONDS AND DEVELOPMENT. 


During the last few years Los Angeles, 
Cal., has issued $7,000,000 in bonds for the 
development of its school system. 

Within the last three years that city has 
practically revolutionized its school system, 
buildings and all, until today it has one of 
the model public school systems of the 
world. The p¥ocess being still uncompleted, 
the city is working on an additional bond 
issue for $5,000,000 more, and so far not a 
voice has been raised against it! 

Contrast the situation in Los Angeles 
with that in Atlanta! 

Atlanta, with its school system absolutely 
and outrageously physically inadequate—in- 
capable even in its run-down condition to 
accommodate the demand, and.even in the 
districts where it meets the requirements 
in point of space it is housing our children 
in buildings such as constitute a menace to 
their health, if not to their lives! 

And yet, here is a city that hasn’t gone 
half way toward reaching its bonding limit! 
—a city which, as regards assets to liabili- 
ties, ig in better fix than perhaps any other 
city of its size in the world! 

We occupy the strangely anomalous and 
contradictory position of being a city that is 
, literally starving itself! 

Atlanta is fast becoming the miser of 
American cities! 

It is stunting its children, and actually 
threatening its own security by refusing to 
provide itself with adequate water, hospital, 
sanitation or school facilities! 

This condition is a shameful reproach to 
the community. 

The city ought to be bonded to the limit 
of its bonding capacity; and thus be in a po- 
sition among other American cities commen- 
surate with its size and importance. 

The potential wealth of the city is such 
that it could very easily finance every im- 
provement which is so urgently needed— 
just as other cities finance their develop- 
ments: By the bonding method, thus dis- 
tributing the expense over such a long pe- 
riod of years that neither the present nor 
the succeeding generation feel the burden 
while enjoying its benefits. 

And suppose the individual property- 
owner did have to pay a little mora taxes; 
what of it! 

Go to Los Angéles, or to any other 
wide-awake, enterprising, thriving city in 
the nation and ask their taxpayers’ opinion 
as to whether or not the increased facilities 
for comfort, enlightenment, health and 
living more than offset the difference ‘in 
taxes! 


THE HOME-PRODUCTS PLAN. 


“We are doing our bit,” says The Tifton 
(Ga.) Gazette, “on the home-production 
plan;” and then follows this significant edi- 
torial paragraph: 

“A Tift county farmer advertises a 
home-raised colt to sells Another Tift 
county farmer advertises a bunch of beef 
steers for sale. Still another advertises 
hogs for sale.” 

These home-raised products “look good” 
in the advertising columns of the home 
paper, for they mean that the food and stock- 
raising plan is being followed, step by step, 
from small to greater achievement. 

That “home-raised colt,” the beef-steers 
and the hogs for sale, will be worth more to 
the man that markets them than he will get 
for them in money, even at highest cash 
prices;—more to himself, and to others, in 
the lesson of something accomplished on the 
home-supply basis. 

For that he has home-products he can 
part with for, profit is evidence of a suffi- 
ciency at home—a living and working supply. 

Large, or limited, he is passing home- 
made prosperity around. 

, And as to the general plan of food pro- 
duction—the necessity of following it faith- 
fully—our Tifton contemporary says: 


War or no war, people must ‘have 
something to eat, and they cannot get 
along on any great deal less than they 
have bten consuming. They can get 
along on materially less cotton. At least 
when enforced curtailment of things com6 
about clothing will be cut short long be- 
fore food, and will, as it can, be cut the 
more. 
Certainly the apparent high prices for 
cotton should no inducement to farm- 
ers to gre it the preférence over food 
crops. We will have a certain amount of 
meat and bread to live upon no matter 
whether the price be low or high. A 
peck of meal is a peck of meal, and a 
ound of bacon ts a pound of bacon when 
t comes.to sustaining life, no matter 
what it costs. On the other hand, a pound 
of cotton has its value fixed entirely by 
what it will buy. And its buying value 
right now is far from being what the 
market pesee quotations would make it 
seem to be. 


These conditions are cited to show that 
the food-producing farmers really have the 
best of it now, as they will when the need 
for food supplies grows with the greater 
world-demand. 

There can be no two opinions as to the |

In order to answer a great many inquiries 
bearing upon the subject of buttermilk or 
soured or fermented milk as an article of diet, 
we quote here various passages from “The 
Prolongation of Life” by the late Professor 
Elie Metchnikoff. 

“The lactic microbes certainly prevent the 
multiplication of other microbes (those which 
cause putrefactive decomposition in the in- 
testine), but are incapable of destroying them, 
Moreover raw milk often contains fungi, and 
almost always traces of fecal matter from the 
It sometimes happens that pernicious 
introduced from that source, 
the acid 


cow. 
microbes are 
and remain alive notwithstanding 
coagulation of the milk.” 

“Raw milk contains a large assortment of 
microbes, and frequently some of these are 


harmful.” 

“Pasteurizing milk at a temperature of 
about 140 degrees Fahrenheit is not sufft- 
cient to get rid entirely of the bacilli of 
tuberculosis and the spores of the butyric 
bacilli. We have, therefore, to fall back on 
a middle course, and be content with boiling 
milk for.several minutes.” (Boiling milk five 
minutes does not destroy all. the bacteria in 
it, for some are spore forms -which resist 


boiling.) 

“Ag it is undesirable to absorb too much 
fatty matter, it ia necessary to prepare cur- 
died milk for regular use from skimmed milk. 
After the (skimmed) milk has been boiled 
(five minutes) and rapidly cooled (to about 
body heat) pure cultures of the lactic mi- 
crobes (Bulgarian bacilli) are sown in it, in 
sufficient quantities to prevent the germina- 
tion of epores already in the milk and not 
destroyed in the process of boiling. The fer- 
mentation lasts a number of hours, varying 
according to temperature, and finally pro- 
duces a sour curdled milk, pleasant to the 
taste and active in preventing intestinal 
putrefaction, This milk, taken daily in quan- 
tities of from 300 to. 500 cubic centimeters (up 
to a pint) controle the action of. the intes- 
tine, and stimulates the kidneys favorably. It

INDIANA SUFFRAGE LA 
DECLARED TO BE IVAL 


Thousands of Women Who 
Expected to Vote Next 
Month Disappointed. 


Indianapolis, Ind., October 26.—The 
Indiana woman’s suffrage law was held 
to be unconstitutional by the Indiana 
supreme cqgmrt today. As a result, 
thousands Bf women who expected to 
vote at the municipal elections to be 
held next month will not be permit- 
ted to do so. 

The supreme court held that under 
the sll re constitution, which defines 
voters as “male citizens,’ the legisla- 
ture did not have the authority to con- 
fer the right of franchise on women 


as it attempted to do when in session 
in 1917. The court did not takg@pup 
the contentions of the interest t- 
taking the law that it permit women 
te vote would cause great additional 
expense and much confusion. 

In its decision, the court said the 
right of suffrage was purely a politi- 
cal privilege, and was a matter for 
the people to decide in their capacity 
as creators of the constitution or or- 
ganic law.

In Speech at Millen He De- 
fends Record and De- * 
nounces Opponents. 


Millen, Ga., October 26.—(Special.)— 
In an address to the people of Jenkins 
county here today United States Sen- 
ator Thomas W. Hardwick underfook 
a comprehensive defense of his action 
in congress in opposing the war legis- 
lation of the administration. 

He denied that he had opposed the 
war which he said was justified solely 
on the ground that Germans had mur- 
dered American men, women and chil- 
dren on the high seas. He vigorously 
affirmed his loyalty to the United 
States and denounced the newspapers 
generally which he accused of mis- 
representing him. 

Senator Hardwick began with an ex- 
planation of why he was there. He 
said he declined an invitation to speak 
at the Millen fair recently ended, be- 
cause certain parties connected with 
the fair objected to his presence; but 
that, since this is a country of free 
speech, he had complied with the 
wishes of friends to make an address 
at Millen after the fair had been con- 
cluded. 

Tells Why He Spoke. 

“Tam here because it is a pleasure to 
be here to renew the many warm 
friendships and pleasant acquaintances 


| 


I have with the people of this town and 
county,’ 'said the senator. “Il am here 
to front them, to face them, to look 
them in the eye and to assure them of 
my loyal Americanism, of my contfnued 
regard, of my abiding confidence in 
their fair-mindedness and of my earn- 
est purpose to serve them in the future 
as 1 have tried to serve them in the 
past, without fear of punishment and 
without desire of reward save that 
which comes from.a~hy own soul and 
conscience and that which comes from 
their approval and good will. I am 
here, also, because it is my duty to be 
here—a duty that I owe to myself, to 
the people of this entire county and sec- 
tion, to the great masses of the people 
throughout Georgia, and to the cause 
of free speech and of American liberty 
throughout the land. 

> “It is a duty that I owe to myself 
because of the persistent and continued 
efforts of a lot of corrupt, venal and 
utterly unreliable newspapers, seconded 
by a lot of ‘me too’ politicians and a 
few boot-lickers and time servers, who 
have neither minds nor consciences of 
their own, to both slander and intimi- 
date me.” 

Senator Hardwick explained his op- 
position to the selective service law and 
hisfsupport of the volunter system. The 
selective service law, he said, was the 
idea solely of the military heads of the 
nation, and he did not care to “surren- 
der his opinion weakly” to theirs. He 
believed, he said, the volunteer sys- 
tem could have obtained a better army 
and obtained it more quickly. 

He also explained his opposition to 
the food control bill on the ground that 
it is unconstitutional and because, with 
plenty of such laws already, he saw 
no need for it. 


Will Stump State. 


Toward the end of his address, Sena- 
tor Hardwick made a plea to the peo- 
ple of Georgia not to condemn him on 
the “slander and abuse of cheap poli- 
ticflans and cheap newspapers.” 

‘If they could accomplish it,” he 
said, “they would have the people of 
Georgia condemning me without a hear- 
ing and lynch me without a trial. That 
issue, I submit with all confidence, to 
the just and fair-minded people of 
Georgia. To the newspapers and to the 
men who would attempt it, I fling down 
the gage of eternal and contemptuous 
defiance. [I will speak in Georgia, 
where and when 1 please. Nothing that 
I *know of, certainly nothing that they 
can do, can prevent it. If that is their

Mrs. Josephus Daniels Speaks' 


That the women of the southern sec- 
tional conference are fully awake to 
their responsibility in bringing about 
the increased Y. W. C. A. ‘work in 
camp centers, as has been requested 
by the military authorities, was the 
conviction expressed by speakers at 
Friday’s session of the conference. 

Speakers of the National War Work 
council of the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian association, coming from Virginia, 
the Carolinas, Georgia and Florida, 
brought to the local war council the 
message that the women of the entire 
country must face the vice situation 
as itis. It was stressed that the states 
represented, comprising the south At- 
antic section, must unite in their 
state war councils in helping to raise 
the $4,000,000 fund which the national

Miss Ernestine Friedmann, special 
worker of the national council, who is 
well Known in war work in Atlanta, 
was the next speaker, Miss Friedmann 
urging the women of the audience to 
meet the appeal that is coming to them 
from military authorities to increase 
their work & looking after the needs 
of women and girls in war centers. 

Mrs. Morris Makes Plea. 

As chairman of the financial depart- 
ment of the national board, Mrs. Dave 
H. Morris told how the war work fund 
has been expended, the greater part 
of the fund now being spent in the 
south Atlantic section, climatic condi- 
tions causing more hostess houses and 
centers to be established in the south 
than elsewhere. 


Miss Helen Davis, national war work 
secretary, stated that after the war is 
over the Y. M. C. A. and the Y. W.C. A. 
will take up the broken piecea and 
mould the world over. 

The next speaker was Miss Mary Mc- 
Elroy, of the foreign department of the 
mational board, the subject given to 
the speaker being ‘The Challenge of 
the’ Hour.” The “challenge,” Miss Mc- 
Elroy said, signifies that the women 
of this country must consecrate them- 
selves to patriotic service, giving their 
time, money and efforts to the cause. 

Mrs. Daniels Speaks. 

Mrs. William Adams Brown presided 
at the afternoon session. Later Mrs. 
Josephus Daniels, who arrived in time 
for luncheon, took the chair. As in 
the morning session, prayer opened the 
program, after which Mrs. Daniels de- 
livered the following clear-cut and to- 
the-point talk that met the question 
of vice as only a woman who knows 
conditions can face them: 

- “The burdens of war are borne by women 
no less than by men. We give our sons, 
our husbands, our brothers and our fa- 
thers; food conservation is largely in our 
hands: we minister to the comfort of the

The city announced a few days ago that 
they could not accommodate twenty-five 
more girls and said the Young Women's 
Christian association must erect temporary 
quarters, or the situation would be unspeak- 
ably serious. 

“On every hand we see evidences of a 
great moral awakening. The nation, no less 
than every progressive state, is making its 
fight against the drink evil, and I look to 
see the day when we will look upon the 
saloon as we look on the opium den. 

“From Washington Itself orders are going 
out to fight the so-called ‘necessary evil.’ 
Soldiers, guided by military considerations, 
have seen the menace of conditions that 
rot the youth of a nation It is a campaign 
in which we must enlist and fight in the 
open, 

“Let us see to it that the hands of au- 
thority are upheld in their fight against the 
existence of infamous districts in the neigh- 
borhood of training tamps. Let us drive 
home to our sons the truths of life instead 
of leaving them to the anctent Hes of life. 

“We are now waging a war that I believe 
with all my heart to be as holy as any 
crusade. In the same spirit. let us commence 
a& crusade against the remarkable evils of ex- 
istence, to the end that our soldiers may 
walk in honor, live in cleanliness and grow 
in. health. 

“I trust that when I tell you that the in- 
spiration of my life has been the love of the 
fine men God has given me, you will not fee! 
that I am doing my humble part in the 
wrong branch of the Christian association. 
My ideals for my four boys have been so 
high that they each know they can only 
fulfill them by being able to say like Sir 
Galehad: ‘My strength is as the strength of 
ten, because my heart is pure,’ ”’

Camp Gordon, October 26. 
To The Atlanta Constitution: 

At Camp Meade last Wednesday. 
morning we arose at assembly and had 
mess for the last time as a company. 
Everything was in a hurry, and our 
officers were very much concerned 
about getting us started properly and 
on time, so that promptly at 7 o'clock 
we fell in line at attention and an- 
swered to roll call. We then loaded 
our packs on our backs and started 
for the train. By about 9 o'clock all |

The official figures in the foregoing, 
an vance of almost $325,000,000 over 
the previous day, represent totals at 
fhe close of business last night, with 
the exception of the figures for Chi- 
cago, Cleveland and San Francisco, 
which failed to report. In the case of 
those districts the figures represent 
returns at the close of business 
Wednesday night. The estimated sub- 
scriptions represent what the commit- 
tee belfeve to be conservative estimates 
of actual subscriptions up to the close 
of business tonight. 

“Unofficial totals from every federal 
district,” the department’s announce- 
ment reads, “show that at least $3,635,- 
000,000 has been eubscribed. At best 
these are only estimates, and are 
thought to be conservative. Many lo- 
cal committees have not reported and 
low estimates have been assigned to 
them. Hence it is safe to assert that 
total sales to date certainly are no less 
than the estimate and they may be 
more. 

“When the last subscriber has bought 


his bonds tomorrow, the sale will end. 
From one end of the nation to the 
Other, the banks and other subscrip- 
tion agencies will remaim open to ac- 
commodate late buyers. None will be 
turned away up to midnight.” 

There is not a chance, officials as- 
Bert, that even an approximation of 
the final figures will be available to- 
morrow night. All districts will be 
working till midnight. It is doubtful if 
the final figures will be fixed for sev- 
eral days to come. 

Farmers Taking Many Bonds. 


In its review of the day’s activities 
the treasury department said tonight 
that New York, Boston and Cleveland 
went forward today with wonderful 
strides, both as to total subscriptions 
and total subscribers. 

“Farmers are taking many bonds 
now,’ the announcement. continued, 
“notably in the Cleveland, St. Louis, 
Dallas, Atlanta and Minneapolis dis- 
tricts. In Warren county, Ohio, a farm- 
ers’ exchange has been opened where 
bonds will be traded for wa ons, 
horses, automobiles, oats or anyt ing 
else a farmer brings in. The workers 
throughout the entire Dallas district 
have been ordered not to retire tfll 
after midnight tomorrow, but to get the 
farmers’ subscriptions on “town night.” 

“St. Louis reports that the work of 
raising its quota is squarely up to 
farmers. Chicago reports that the en- 
tire district is active, but disappoint- 
ment is felt over the failure over the 
city of Chicago to respond. The dis- 
trict’s subscribers number 600,000, 
mostly men of small means. 

“It is evident,’ Minneapolis wires, 
‘that the total number of individua] 
subscribers is going to be exceedingly 
arge and far beyond our expectations. 
Send more buttons.’ 

“Milwaukee subscribed its full quota 
of $25,000,000 tonight and is swiftiv 
heading for $30,000,000. , 

“*You*® can sleen sound tonight on 
West Virginia,’ Governor MacCorkle 
telegraphed from Charleston. From all 
over the Richmond district came simi- 
lar reports.”’
